The sta te introduced thirty witnesses 
and the defense has examined twenty. 
Kellog g is accused of the specific of­ 
fense of stea ling from 
Samuel 
L. 
Mitchell, a Battleg round farmer, the 
sum of $50 by trick and fraud. 
He 
acted as a land ag ent here and in 
Blooming ton, and collected as much 
as $10,000 for the Northwestern Land 
and Immig ration co m p a n y , as he a s­ 
serts. but the prosecution declares the 
company is a myth and never had ex­ 
istence outside of Kellog g ’s imag ina­ 
tion. Kellog g was acquitted at Bloom­ 
ing ton last May on a similar charg e, 
but the circumstances were not en­ 
tirely the same. 
Kellog g tells a complete story of his 
connection with J . A. Smith and C. E. 
Rog ers, principals in the land and im­ 
mig ration company, but the sta te al­ 
leg es that no such persons as the J . A. 
Smith and C. E. Rog ers he refers to 
ever existed. 
Kellog g 's defense is 
that he was a dupe of Smith and Rog ­ 
ers, and that they g ot all the money 
he collected for the sa le of options on 
Imag inary Canadian lands 
The trial 
probably will last until the middle of 
next week.

§ The parish priests everywhere cele­ 
brated mas3 in the presence of unusii- 
ally larg e cong reg ations, but the ac­ 
tions of the authorities were confined 
to noting infractions of the law and 
citing the priests and vicars to appear 
before justices of the peace. 
Everywhere leg al notices have been 
served for the evacuation of the eccle­ 
siastical residences, the seminaries, 
etc. 
Several of these building s were 
abandoned without further ado. hut a 
majority of the prelates, while fully 
prepared to g o. announced that they 
would not depart except under duress 
In many parishes both In Paris and 
the interior. Catholic laymen came for­ 
ward and spontaneously filed declara­ 
tions for the holding of g cnrlces in the 
desig nated churches dnring the com­ 
ing year. 
If this piá ctlee Is g enerally 
followed it will be a distinct victory 
for the g overnment, relieving it of the 
possible 
necessity 
of 
closing 
the 
churches and throwing on the clerg y 
the responsibility for the discontinu­ 
ance of public worship. 
The net re­ 
sult of the uncompromising attitude 
assumed by the Vatican in this con­ 
flict 
with 
the 
French 
g overnment 
seem s to be that the clerg y will lose 
Its pensions. 38 ,300 of which have 
been g ranted and g azetted since the 
beg inning of this year: that all a s­ 
pirants to the priesthood will he com­ 
pelled to perform military service, and 
that the taking over of the episcopal 
mansions, rectories, seminaries, etc., 
by the sta te department and the com­ 
munes will occur immediately instead 
of in December, 19 07 ., 
According to well-informed persons, 
the g overnment intends to respond to 
the attitude taken by the Vatican by 
submitting to parliament a proposi­ 
tion to settle definitely the situation 
of the church in France. 
Under this 
proposal the church will forfeit all 
benefits under the law of 19 05, hut it 
is to be provided with an opportunity 
of carrying on public worship in con­ 
formity to the common law.
